Eventually Reno will suroly have 


railroad communication with North- 
ern California, if not direct commun- 


route than the one now traveled. And 
such a road would be n paying in- 
vestment from the atait. The San 
Francisco Uulletiu, in an article on 
the railroad progress of California, 
says that the road between "Wood- 
laud and Bed Bluff has been built, 
and is now opened as iar as Wil- 
liams, a new railroad town seven 
miles from Colusn. There is a pre- 
vailing opinion that this northern 
toad will bo ultimately extended 
through Shasta Valley to Modoc 
county, connecting finally with the 
Central Pacific on this side of the 
Sierra Nevada. The argument in 
favor of this extension is that it 
would traverse a section where the 
traffic would not be subjected to the 
inconvenience of delay from snow 
blockades. Such an extension would 
open an area of country where rail- 
road facilities are much needed, and 
give an impetus to settlement in the 
counties of Shastn, Lassen and 
Modoc. It has been reported that 
certain portions of Shasta are veiy 
rich, in coal deposits which only 
await transportation facilities to de- 
velop great v.-ealtli. The counties of 
Lassen and Modoc are comparatively 
little known to the general body of 
Californians. They are in an out of 
the way region, -n hich it takes as long 
to reach by the present mode of con- 
veyance as the other side of the Con- 
tinent. They contain good agricul- 
tural land, and their settlement has 
only been kept back through want of 
means for transportation.
